Notes on Kent and East Sussex 
Tne Barham Country of 


The foregoing transcript of the rec- 
ord prepared by Sir John Heaton-—Armstrong, 
M.V.O. Clarenceux King of Arms-—-The 
College of Arms--London, covers the pe- 
riod from 1440 to 1962--a span of 522 
years and involves a total of 18 genera- 
tions. What now follows is a discussion 
of the legendary origins of the Barham 
family and notes on some of the persons 
and places of interest in the Barham 
Country of England. 


1. CANTERBURY 


The cathedral at Canterbury is famous for 
the Martydom of Thomas a Becket, Arch- 
bishop, 29 December 1170. The place and 
event were immortalized by Chaucer in his 
Canterbury Tales. 


In December in the year 1170, when 

Henry II, King of England, and Becket 
were at variance, four knights left the 
English court then in Normandy, and pro- 
ceeding to Canterbury, slew the Arch- 
bishop in that place. The painting at 
the head of Henry IV's tomb, the Martyr- 
dom of St. Thomas of Canterbury, depicts 
the scene. Led by Reginald Fitz-Urse, the 
band included William de Tracy, Hugh de 
Morville, and Richard le Breton. In the 
painting Fitz-Urse is shown with his 
insignia consisting of black bears on the 
front of a tunic covering his armour. 


According to the Kentish historian and 
genealogist Philipot, of the Visitation 
of Kent 1619 and Sussex 1633, the Barhams 
ef Kent and East Sussex were descendants 
of Robert de Berham, son of Richard 
Fitz-Urse, and brother of Reginald, leader 
of the knights who disposed of the Arch- 
bishop. To avoid capture, Reginald is 
reputed to have fled to Ireland where he 
became the progenitor of the Mac Mahon 
clan. 


No documentary records to support the 
probable relationship between the 
Fitz-Urse and Barham families has ever 
been found, yet the legend persists. It 
may have rested on no better evidence than 
a similarity of meaning of the names, i.e. 
- French--Fitz - son of; Urse - bear. 
Gaelic--Mac = son of; Mahon - bear. Simi- 
larly, J. K. Wallenberg's, "The Place 
Names of Kent", suggests Bere or Beras-- 
men having the courage or strength of 
bears; and Ham--the place of. Hence de 
Berham, Bereham, or Barham. 


2.  BARHAM, a village in the valley below 
Barham Downs six miles from Canterbury on 
the Dover road. The first person of the 
Barham name, of whom there exists contem- 
porary record, was "Warine de Berham - 

15 June 1203" - who held lands in Berhan, 
near Canterbury, by Knight service, as 
one of the Military Tenants of the Arch- 
bishop, in 1210. 


From the historian, Hasted, it appears 
that Barham (the site of the Village) 

“was given anno 809, by Cenulph, King of 
Kent, to Archbishop Wulfred for the sum 

of 30 pounds of pence". From Cenulph's 
grant it appears that there was a church 
at Barham at the date the grant was made-- 
80S. The present church of St. John the 
Baptist was built in the 12th century. 


BARHAM DOWNS, a long stretch of open 


country on a low plateau above a lovely 
valley in which the village is situated. 
The downs, rich in prehistoric remains, 
was a favorite gathering place for armies 
called together to oppose expected French 
invasions. 


SISSINGHURST CASTLE, near Cranbrook, a 
brick manorhouse of heroic proportions, 
the ancient seat of the Berhams was sold 
by them (circa 1490-1498) to Thomas Baker

4. The Church at Wadhurst, East Suss: 
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The Church at East Sutton Park 
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10. East Sutton Park 
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whose descendant, Sir John Baker, the 
Attorney General, pulled down and restored 
the old dwelling during the 16th century. 
Shortly after the Seven Years War, the 
Baker dwelling was demolished (1763-64) 
leaving only the lofty gate house and two 
wings converted into cottages. The last 
restoration occurred in 1930. 


RICHARD-THE- SHERIFF 


It was at this place that Richard de Berham 
succeeded to his father's estate and resided 
at Sissinghurst during the several terms 

of his distinguished service to the Crown. 
These terms were Commissioner of the Peace 
1381; Commissioner of Array 1385; Sheriff 

of Kent 1390-1: Commissioner of Array 1403, 
1405, 1407; and (the last entry in the rec- 
ord) "Commissioner of Array for the defence 
of the realm, while the King is in foreign 
parts for the recovery of the inheritance 
and rights of the Crown." Dated Westminster 
28th April 1418. 


It was during the lifetime of Richard-the- 
Sheriff that the old territorial designation 
of "de Berham" gave way to the more modern 
surname of Berham or Barham, without the 
prefix. In the various Commissions, above 
mentioned, it is written indifferently, 

"de Berham", "de Bereham", or “Berham". 
After the reign of Henry VIII, it is 

usually written "BARHAM". 


3. CRANBROOK 


John Bereham, believed by genealogists to 
be the grandson of Richard-the-Sheriff, 

is mentioned in a Commission, dated lst 
May 1434, directed to the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and other county magnates, 

who were to take oath of "certain Knights, 
esquires and men of influence and substance, 
"that they would not, “wetyngly receyne, 
cherishe, hold in house hold ne maynteyne, 
Pilours, Robours, Oppressours, Ravyshers 
of women ayenst the law....or eny other 
open mysdoers, (Patent Roll, 12 Henry VI, 
No. 437 dorso)." His name occurs next 

to that of "John Bettenham” (? of 
Bettenham, in Cranbrook). It may -have 
been this John Berham whose Arms--Gold, 
three, bears sable--were carved in stone 
upon the west face of the tower of the 
Cranbrook Church, together with those of 
Bettenham and Wilsford, surmounted by a 
shield bearing Arms of Archbishop 
Chichele impaled with those of the See 

of Canterbury. Henry Chichele was 
Archbishop from 1414 to 1443, which 
suggests the approximate date at which 
the tower was built or repaired.

Henry Berham, son of John Berham of 
Sissinghurst and great-grandson of 
Richard-the-Sheriff, married Elizabeth, 
eldest daughter of Richard Colepepper, 

of Oxenhoath, Kent, Esquire. Her half- 
sister, Joyce Colepepper, was the wife 

of Lord Edmund Howard, and mother of 

the beautiful but ill-fated Lady Katherine 
Howard, fifth Queen of Henry VIII. 


4. WADHURST (East Sussex) 


The parrish of Wadhurst adjoins the 

Kentish boundary. Here begins with 

Thomas Bereham, in the year 1440, the 
earliest authentic and fully documented 
lineage of the Barham families of Wadhurst 
and of Maidstone and Boughton-Monchelsea in 
Kent. 


Nicholas Barham, grandson of Thomas Bereham, 
and grandfather of Nicholas--the Queens 
Sergeant of Chillington Manor, Maidstone, 
was Church Warden of Wadhurst during the 
incumbency of John Browne, Vicar of Wad- 
hurst, 1464 to 1487. Nicholas of Wadhurst 
was the father of John Barham, Iron Maker, 
who was born late in the 15th century. 


He was one of the first and most successful 
of the Sussex Iron masters. His assess- 
ments in 1543 indicate he was by far the 
wealthiest inhabitant in Wadhurst at the 
time. He died about 1555. 


The most remarkable feature of the church 
of St. Peter and St. Paul at Wadhurst is 
the large number of fine cast iron grave 
slabs on the floor. There are no less 

than 30 of these and they vary in date from 


1617 to 1799. Of nine connected with the 
BARHAM family, several carry the BARHAM 
ARMS. 

5,6. MAIDSTONE, The County Town of Kent 


In Faith Street, parallel to Earl Street 
on the north, is Chillington Manor, a 
large brick Elizabethan mansion which 
together with the wing of an early Tudor 
house accommodates the Maidstone Museum 
and Art Gallery. 


Chillington Manor was the home of Nicholas 
Barham, Queens Sergeant-at-Law and one of 
the first two Members of Parliament from 
Maidstone. In 1572 Barham conducted the 
prosecution of the Duke of Norfolk for con- 
spiring with Mary, Queen of Scots, against 
Queen Elizabeth. (Like Mary, the Duke lost 
his head.) His Arms and Crest entered at 
the Visitation of Kent 1574 appear in stone 
below the mantle over the fireplace and in 
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the stained glass front window of the Great 
Hall. 


7,8. BOUGHTON-MONCHELSEA, a small village 
in Kent about four miles south of Maidstone. 
Thomas Barham, third son of John, the Iron 
Maker of Wadhurst, married (1562-72) Mildred 
Franckelyn, of East Sutton, Kent, and estab- 
lished himself at East Hall, an Elizabethan 
farmhouse typical of the red brick manor 
house of the period. The well-preserved 
dwelling is presently occupied (1959) and 
the lands comprising the old manor are 

being cultivated for the production of hops. 


Thomas Barham was the father of Robert 
Barham of East Hall and the grandfather of 
Robert Barham, Jr., who, lst August 1620, 
married Katherine, daughter of Sir Edward 
Filmer of East Sutton. Robert and Kather- 
ine had issue, among others Charles 

Barham (circa 1625) who is first recorded 
in the Virginia Colony, Surry County, in 
the year 1654. 


Robert Barham (Sr.) of East Hall recorded 
his pedigree (with the same Arms and Crest 
as in the Visitation of 1574) at the Visi- 
tation of Kent in 1619. (Arms--Argent; 
three bears passant sable, muzzled or; on 
a fess gules, a fleur-de-lys between two 
martlets or. Crest--Stork among the bul- 
rushes proper.) 


9,10. EAST SUTTON, a small village south 
of Maidstone and about two or three miles 
east of Boughton-Monchelsea. It is com- 
prised mainly of a dwelling known as Carle- 
ton Court, or Little Carleton, and East 
Sutton Park--a large and imposing manor 
house which was the home of Sir Edward Fil- 
mer. The 13th century church of St. Peter 
and St. Paul is on the property and appears 
to be part of the manor. Situated in the 
north aisle of the church is the famous 
floor brass of Sir Edward and his wife 
(1638). At the base of the brass are 
figures of the nine sons and nine daughters 
of the Filmers. (The 3rd daughter Katherine, 
as previously noted, married Robert Barham 
(Jr.) of East Hall.) 


Katherine (Filmer) Barham's brother, 

Sir Robert Filmer, was an ardent Royalist 

in the Civil Wars, a friend of King Charles I, 
and author of the famous treatise on the 
Divine Right of Kings, "De Patriarcha". 


Katherine's mother was Elizabeth Argall 
whose brother, Samuel Argall, was Deputy 
Governor of Virginia. Her mother was 

Mary Scott, daughter of Sir Reginald Scott 
of Scottshall, Kent, who was a direct 


descendant of Sir William Balliol, brother 
of John Balliol, King of Scotland, and was 
thus descended from David I, King of Scot- 
land. (cf. Visitations of Kent, 1574 and 
1619. Hasted "History of Kent", Vol. III, 
P. 292 and Sussex Archaeological Collec- 
tions, Vol. LVI, 1914, Lewes, Sussex.) 
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The Filmer Brass 


From a rubbing in the possession of 
Robert Young Barham, Jr. 
of Kensington, Maryland. 


The rubbing was made by the residents of 
East Sutton Park which, now owned by the 
Crown, is used as a borstal. 


The border around the Filmer Brass carries the following inscription: 


Under this rest: in certain hope of the reserection the bodies of Sir Edward Filmer, Knight, 
and dame Elizabeth--his wife, daughter of Richard Argall, Esq. They lived together fortie 
foure yeares and had issue Eighteen Children, viz. nine sonnes and nine daughters. He 
departed this life second of November A.Dm 1629, she the ninth of September A.Dm 1638.

Queen's Sergeant: 


Nicholas Barham, of Chillington Manor, 
in Maidstone, and Hall Place, near Charing, 
in the County of Kent, Esquire, was born 
at Wadhurst about 1520, being the son and 
heir of Richard Berham of Wadhurst, in the 
County of Sussex, by Alice his wife, daughter 
of....Cradock, of Sussex, and grandson of 
Nicholas Berham of the same place. 


Among the estate papers of the Marquess 
Camden in a "Rentall" of the Manor of May- 
field, commenced in 1535, with additional 
entries down to 1557, 
"a house at Wadhurst wherein Richard Berham 
sometime dwelt, with thirty acres of freehold 
land called Brownes, formerly held by 
Nicholas Berham Senior (his father), and re- 
cently by Nicholas Berham Junior" (his son) 
was, at the date of this return, in the 
possession of John Berham "Iron-maker". 


This John Berham was the second son 
of Nicholas, and brother of Richard Berham; 
he was of Woodlande and Buttes, in Wadhurst, 
and was the ancestor of the Barhams of Buttes 
and Shoesmiths, in Wadhurst, and of Boughton- 
Monchelsea and Lamberhurst, co. Kent. The 
foliowing account of Nicholas Barham is taken 
from Horsfield's HISTORY OF SUSSEX, Vol. 1 
page 414: 


"Of the ancient and respectable 
family of Barham who, for upwards 
of two (recte, four) centuries, 
resided here (i.e. at Wadhurst) 
Mr. Nicholas Barham, an eminent 
lawyer, gained the most notoriety. 
Being destined for the bar, he 
received a liberal education, and 
having distinguished himself at 
the university, entered at one of 
the inns of Court. He did not long 
remain in obscurity, but soon rose 
to considerable eminence on the 
Oxford circuit. Devoting great 
attention to his profession, and 
possessing commanding talents, 
great industry, and considerable 
eloquence, he was brought under 
the notice of Queen Elizabeth's 
government, and ultimately 
advanced to the station of 
Queen's Sergeant. 


"It is whilst in this latter 
office that we find the materials 
for an estimate of his character. 
As Queen's Sergeant, it was a 
portion of his duty to arrange 
and apply the evidence in all 
state prosecutions; and this 
duty he performed on the occasion 
of the important trial of Thomas 
Howard, Duke of Norfolk, for high 


from which we learn that

treason, in the court of the 

Lord High Steward of England, on 
the 16th January 1571-2. In the 
Harleian Collection are preserved 
some MS. notes, which appear to 
have been written by him previously 
to the trial, for the purpose of 
arranging his own thoughts and 
enabling him to apply the evidence 
to the indictments so as to be 
clearly understood by the peers; 
which show at once the care and 
attention with which he devoted 
himself to his profession, and 

the discrimination and acuteness 
with which he applied all the 
trivial circumstances of the case 
so as to form a connecting link 

of evidence; and in his selections 
from the depositions, he envinced 
his zeal for the interests of the 
court, rather than what, in our 
own times, would be considered a 
fair and impartial epitome. 


“Throughout the trial he proved 
himself not only an intelligent 

and well-read lawyer, but also 

a gentleman of considerable 
personal attainments...He died 

a very few years afterwards at 

the assizes of Oxford, in 1577, 

of the extraordinary goal-fever 
particularly described by Camden, 
and mentioned by other historians." 


Horsfield does not state where Nicholas 
received his “liberal education", nor at 
which university he "distinguished" himself. 
He does not even give the name of the “inn 
of Court", but we are fortunately able to 
supply this information, as it is on record 
that Nicholas Barham was admitted into 
Gray's Inn in the year 1540, and was called 
to the Bar in 1542. Ten years later he be- 
came an "Ancient" of that Society, and in 
1558 he was appointed Lent Reader. The 
following extract, from the "History of 
Gray's Inn" compiled by W. R. Douthwaite, 
Librarian, in 1886, is interesting: 


"The position of Reader was one 
of considerable dignity and 
importance, and although he was 
expected to give great enter- 
tainments, which involved a large 
expenditure that fell entirely 
upon his own private means, he 
was generally not unwilling to 
take the office on account of 
the prospective advantages 

' gained. He had the power of 
calling to the Bar, and secured 
the first claim to a vacant 


*From a manuscript in the possession of 
David Barham of Hole Park; Kent. 
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judgeship. From the class of 
Readers were chosen the King's 
Attorney General, Solicitor 
General, and King's Sergeant. 
Failing these higher grades, he 
might be made Attorney General 
to the Court of Wards and Liveries, 
er Duchy of Lancaster. On being 
appointed to read he became a 
nominal member of the Bench, 
though not duly qualified to 
take part in the proceedings 

of the governing body, until he 
had finished his Reading." 


We also learn from the same authority 
that Gray's Inn was, in the Elizabethan 
period, the most popular and best attended 
of the four Inns of Court, the number of 
students in 1585 being nearly double that 
of the othérs. The dates of Nicholas 
Barham's admission, and of his subsequent 
appointments, are taken from Harleian 
MS. 1912, a thick folio volume containing 
transcripts of various Inquisitions and 
c¢. relating to Gray's Inn, with alphabe- 
tical tables “showing the number of Gentle- 
men admitted into that Society, each year 
from A.D. 1521 to 1674", and other import- 
ant extracts from original records. 


The compiler of this MS. was Simon 
Segar, (a grandson of Sir William Segar, 
Garter-King-of-Arms) who was admitted to 
Gray's Inn in 1656 and was subsequently 
appointed second Butler and Library Keeper. 
Douthwaite informs us that "in 1675, sev- 
eral sums of money were paid to him (Segar) 
for setting up of the Readers' coates of 
armes in the Library". None of these shields 
are now to be found, but the arms drawn and 
colored in his manuscript are doubtless, 
duplicates of them, and as such most 
valuable..The early records of the Society 
do not seem to have been preserved with that 
care which their importance demanded, one 
Volume, not now to be found, existing in 
Dugdale's time, and largely quoted by him 
(Origines Juridiciales) was also used by 
Segar..In another passage he states: 


"It is probable that the earli- 

est archives of the Inn were 
destroyed by fire in 1687, as 

shown by the following extract from 
the Ellis Correspondence, 1.231. 
‘On Thursday night..at Gray's Inn, 
a violent fire broke out which 
destroyed most of the paper 
buildings that remained.'" 


Segar's MS. therefore is the only evidence 
we have of the entries in the earliest 
Registers. : 
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On folio 176P in the above MS., under 
the heading "A Succession of Readers ex- 
tracted from seurall ancient Registers 
with theire Coates Armoriall in memorie 
thereof", we find a most interesting ref- 
erence to Nicholas Barham. This consists 
of a roughly drawn and colored coat of arms 
(similar to that recorded by the Queen's 
Sergeants at the Visitation of Kent in 1574 
but without the crest) together*with the 
following brief notes of his caréer: "Ni- 
cholas Barham; Admitted 1540, Barrester 1552, 
Reader Quadr. 1558, Serviens Rg. 1573". 


The same armorial bearings appear also 
among the shields depicted in Dugdale's 
Origines Jurificiales' which were embla- 
zoned in the great Bay window in the Hall of 
Gray's Inn, with the superscription: 


"N. Barham, Serviens dominoe 
Reginoe ad Legem" Douthwaite 
informs us, page 115, that 
"many of the escutcheons 
represented in Dugdale's 
work have entirely disappeared, 
and much glass that remained in 
his time is now injured and mis- 
placed." 


Unfortunately, the arms of Nicholas 
Barham are among those which have been 
destroyed or removed, as there is now no 
trace of them, either in the Bay windoy, 
or in the other windows of the Hall, though 
it is evident that they were still in posi- 
tion when Dugdale wrote in 1666. The Barham 
arms were then placed between those of Thomas 
Tildesley, King's Sergeant in the reign of 
Henry IV, and Thomas Snagge, Queen's 
Sergeant in 1590, both of which have also 
disappeared. 


It is much to be regretted that so 
interesting a memorial of one, who was in 
his day a distinguished member of the Inn 
and of his profession, should no longer be 
in existence. From a careful analysis of 
the 78 shields, now in the Bay window, it 
appears that, with the exception of the 
beautiful armorial glass in the top lights, 
only ten shields remain of earlier date 
than 1660; while, of the six other coates, 
formerly emblazoned in the same row as the 
Barham arms, only the first, that of Henry 
Byng, Sergeant-at-Law in 1623, has survived 
to the present day. Nicholas Barham was 
made Sergeant-at-Law in 1567 and advanced 
to the dignity of Queen's Sergeant in 1573, 
according to Dugdale and Segar, though it is 
stated in the DICTIONARY OF NATIONAL 
BIOGRAPHY that he is also designated in cer- 
tain papers relating to the trial of the Duke 
of Norfolk for high treason in 1571-2. 
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The MS. notes referred to by Horsfield 
are to be found in Harleian MS. 290 fols. 80- 
83. It is doubtful that this document is in 
Nicholas Barham's own handwriting, as Hors- 
field seems to imply, though it may very pro- 
bably have been copied from some rough notes 
prepared by the Queen's Sergeant for his own 
guidance in directing the prosecution. In 
the printed Catalogue of the Harleian Col- 
lections, the document in question is des-— 
cribed as "Part of the Trial of the Duke 
of Norfolk, i.e. part of what was said by 
the Queen's Council, who opened the Cause 
against him. There is no heading and no 
signature to the manuseript which begins: 


taine that title which was pre- 
tended to ye present possession 

of ye crowne. Then it wayeth to 

a plaine and manifest proofe that 
there was an imagination and 

extent of depriuation of the Q. 
highnes. And therefore in respect 
of time I am to divide th', evidence 
into two p(ar)ts: 


"In ye first p(ar)t to p(ro)ue the 
secret motions and suits to ye 
scott Q. touching this marriage at 
ye beginning and how it hath bene 
continued by secret conferences, 
messages and sending and receiving 


"Leaving the reste to others I letters and tokens and by other 


am to set forth evidence to prove 
the first part of th'enditement. 
That the Duke did trayteously 
ymagin Compas and intend to 
deprive the Quenes Maiesty of 

her roiall state, to bring her 

to death and destruction, and to 
alter at his will the whole state 
and government of this Realme. 
And to bringe this to effecte 
knowinge the Scottishe quene 
falsely to have pretended title 
to the present possession of the 
Crowne of this realme, to have 
usurped the kingly name and stile, 
and bare th'armes of England quar- 
tered with th'armes of ffraunce 
Scotland without renunciacon, 
although she had ben by the (Note. 
The rest of the MS is written with 
different ink, and apparently by 
another hand) Quenes maiestie 
sondrey times to renounce that, 
yet without the Quenes mats 
knowledge or Assent, contrary to 
her mats comaundement upon his 
allegiance and against his own 
submission and promise, practiced 
and gone about to co (Note. This 
word is crossed out in the MS.) 
himselfe in marriage with her so 
pretending falsely this title to 


ye present possession of the crowne. 


Although it would seeme hard that 
the going about to ioyn in marriage 
with ye sayd scott Quene should 
extend to make a full proofe in 
imagination and compassing and 
entent of ye depriuation and 
death of the 0. highnes yet if it 
shall appeare by plaine and 
manifest evidence and by direct 
and probable circumstances yt 

at any time dureing ye peactis- 


ing to bring the marriage to effect. 


There was ioyned with all an entent 
and purpose to advance and main- 


indirect meanes of dissembling and 
untrustie packings and dealing 
towardes ye Q. maty until such time 
as her maty at Tychfeeld did comaund 
him upon his allegiance to deale 
therein no further; from which time 
the second p(ar)t of the evidence 
shall be directly to prove it 
continually after this her mats 
comaundement, with her misliking 
signifyed unto him of ye entention 
of this marriage, he departed from 
the court with entent and purpose 
not (sic) to prosecute it more 
earnestly and to accomplish it with 
force against her majestie within 
her owne realme: and so to attaine 
both to the marriage to ye present 
possession of the crowne by de- 
priuation of the Q. maty whereof 
consequently death and destruction 
must of necessity ensue to her 
highnes.” 


In the next paragraph the Queen's 
Sergeant proceeds to set out the evidence 
"To p(ro)ue the Duke of Norff, to be priuy 
to ye Scott Q. unjust title and claime pre- 
tended unto ye crowne of England” but as the 
above extract is, no doubt, sufficient for 
the present purpose, the rest of his some- 
what involved and discursive argument, which 
extends over six pages of closely written 
manuscript is omitted. 


Of interest in the same volume is a 
note of "The Duke of Norfolkes Examynacon, 
taken the 6 of November Ano 1571 Coram no- 
bis, W. Burghley, Knowles, W. Mildmaye, N. 
Barham". Of these Commissioners, the first 
was Sir William Cecil, Lord Burghley, the fa- 
mous Secretary of State; the second, Sir Fran- 
cis Knollys, Vice Chamberlain to Queen Eliza- 
beth, who had been in attendance on Mary 
Queen of Scots at Carlisle in 1568, and the 
third, Sir Walter Mildmaye, was one of the 
Privy Council. The Queen of Scots in a let-— 
ter to Queen Elizabeth, dated at Sheffield, 
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November 27, 1571, mentions "the declara- 
tion which I made when Lord Burleigh and Sir 
Walter Mildmay came to Chatsworth”. 


The Duke of Norfolk was condemned to 
death on the 16 of January 1571-2, and be- 
headed the 2 of June 1572. Among the Cot- 
tonia MSS. is a letter from Sir Ralph Sadler 


to Lord Burghley, dated at "Sheffelde Castell 


the first of January at night 1571", (Ellis, 
Original Letters, illustrative of English 
History Vol. II. P. 329) which contains the 
following touching description of the manner 
in which the result of the Duke's trial was 
conveyed to the unfortunate Queen of Scots: 


"Please it your Lordship..yesterday 

I received your letters of the 17 

of this present..together with a 
briefe discourse of the Duke's 
arraignement and condempnacion, 
which I fourthwith impartid unto 

my lady of Shrewsbury to the ende 
she might take occasion to make this 
Queen understande of the same; and 
also I gave it out to the gentlemen 
in this House..that his offences 

and treasons were suche and so 
manyfestly and playnely provid, 

that all the noble men did not 

only detest the same, but also 
without any manner of scruple..did 
pronounce him giltie. Which, being 
put abrode here in the House after 
this sort, was brought unto the 
Knowledge of this Queen by some 

of her folkes which heard it, 

before my Lady came unto her, for 
the which this Queen wept very 
bitterly, so that my Lady founde 

her all to be wept and mourning, 

and asking her what she ayled she 
answered that she was sure my Lady 
could not be ignorant of the cause, 
and that she coulde not but be moche 
greved, to understand of the trouble 
of her frendes, which she knew well 
aid fare the worse for her sake, for 
sure she was that the Duke fared 

the worse for that which she of 

late had written to the Q. Majestie; 
and sayid further that he was unjust- 
ly condempnid, protesting that as 
farre as ever she coulde perceyve 

by him or for anything she knew 

he was a trew man to the Queen her 
sister..She therupon with mourning 
there became silent, and had not the 
will to talke any more of the matier, 
and so lyke a trew lover she remayneth 
still mourning for her love."

An interesting account of the Trial was 


written by William Camden, Clarenceaux King 
of arms, in his ANNALLS OF ELIZABETH, "The 
True and Royall History of the famous Em- 
press Elizabeth; Queene of England, France, 
and Ireland and c., True faith's defend- 
resse of Diuine renowne and happy Memorie" 
which, though commenced in 1597, was not 
published until after Camden's death, 9 No- 
vember 1623. Book 2, page 285: 


"The Fifteenth Yeere of Her Reigne 
Anno Dom. 1572. The beginning of 

a new yeere, brought forth a new 
Tragicall spectacle to the Inhabi- 
tants of London; for in the Palace 
of Westminster a Scaffold was erected 
from the one end to the other, with 
a Tribunall upon it and seates on 
either side, the like had not been 
seen for eighteene yeeres before. 
Thither, upon the sixteenth day of 
January, was Thomas Howard, Duke 

of Norfolke, conducted betweene 

Owen Hopton, Lieutenant of the 

Tower of London, and Peter Carew, 
Knight, before whom was borne the 
fatall Axe, with the edge forward; 
upon the Tribunall was seated 

George Talbot, Earle of Shrewsbury, 
constituted Lord High Steward of 
England for that day; upon either 
side of him were placed the Nobles 
appointed Commissioners, which we 
call Peeres,...('The Chronicler here 
describes) The manner of his ar- 
raignement ‘'and' The chiefe points 
of his accusation' after which, 'The 
Duke demandeth and Advocate to plead 
his cause' which was refused, where=- 
upon the Duke made a long speech; 

he then proceeds as follows: 


“Then Barham, the Queene's Sergeant- 
at-Law began; ‘Those Crimes (saith 
he) of Loesoe Maiestatis, of which 
you thus expostulate, are these. 
You have complotted to deprive the 
Queene both of Kingdome and life, 
you have consulted of a marriage, 
with the late Queene of Scotland, 
you have invited forraigne powers 
to invade the Realme, you have 
succoured Rebels, and have sent 
ayde to those Scots which were the 
Queene's Enemies'.... 


"The Duke interposeth, saying 

"Barham, do not (I pray you) 
exasperate the matter with words, 

in objecting against me the marriage, 
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and other things which fall not 
amongst the offences of high Treason. 


"Barham, turning to the Peeres, 
vrgeththis 'He (quoth he) that will 
marry a wife that layeth claime to 

a Kingdome doth likewise affect 

the same Kingdome' For the Duke had 
enterprised the same, being amongst 
the Commissioners at Yorke, appointed 
for the hearing of the Queene of 
Scots Cause, being at that time bound 
by his oath, equally to ballance the 
accusations and defences of either 
part..After this, Barham amply 
prosecuteth many things of the 
marriage...with an intent to prove 
that the Duke had_an affection to 
the Kingdome, and insisteth with 
often-repated Interragatories 

‘What other thing could the Duke 
propound to himselfe, whilst 
(without the Queen's knowledge) 

he determined to marry the Queene 

of Scots, being a woman without 
means of Kingdome (her sonne being 
established in the Kingdome) then 
that by her he hoped to enjoy the 
Crowne of England, and so conse= 
quently deprive the Queene both 

of rule and life? 


"You have (quoth the Duke) lowdly 
repeated these things, to convince 
me of enterprising the deposing 
and ruine of the Queene. 


"To come to the point (sayes Barham) 
it is sufficiently knowne , that 

you have consulted about the sur- 
prising of the Tower of London, 
which is the strongest place in 

the Realme.. The duke denieth not 
that one Hopton suggested him to 

the surprising of the Tower of Lond- 
on, but he utterly rejected it. 

‘Why then (quoth Barham) did you 
aske counsell of the Earle of 
Pembroke concerning the same, who 
dissuaded you from it? At the close 
of the Trial, after the Peers had 
delivered their verdict Camden 
continues: Then was the Duke againe 
brought before the Tribunall to whom 
the Lord High Steward in this manner 
spake: 


“Thomas, Duke of Norfolke, you are 
here arraigned for divers crimes 

of Loesoe Maiestatis, and have 
submitted yourselfe to God and these 
Peeres by every one of whom you are 
pronounced guiltie. Is there now 
any cause why Judgement should not 
be pronounced?’ The Duke answered: 


'The will of God be done, that will 
be judge betweene me and my false 
accusers'. Then every man being 
silent, the edge of the Axe was 
turned towards the Duke, and Barham 
in the Queene's name required the 
Lord High Steward to pronounce his 
Judgement, which he, with tears in 
his eyes, according to the forme, 
pronounced in these words: 


'Forasmuch as you, Thomas, Duke of 
Norfolke, being accused of the 
crimes of Loesoe Maiestatis, have 
pleaded not guiltie, and submitted 
yourselfe to the Judgement of these 
Peeres, who declared you guiltie: 
The whole Assembly adjudged you to 
be committed back to the Tower, from 
thence to be drawne upon a Sledde 
thorow the Citie, to the place of 
execution, there, to be hanged, and 
cut downe halfe dead, then to have 
your head cut off, and your body 
quartered into foure parts; whose 
head shall be at her Majestie's 
disposing, and at the Queene's 
pleasure; but God be mercifull 

unto your Soule.' 


"Te Duke having heard this sentence 
with a minde full of courage, he said: 
‘This sentence is pronounced against 
me as a Traytor, my confidence is 
in God and the Queene, hoping that 
if I be deprived of your company, 

I shall rejoyce with them in Heaven, 
and so will prepare myselfe for my 
death. I desire no other thing, but 
that the Queene would show herselfe 
propitious to my Children and Serv- 
ants, and be careful for the pay- 
ment of my debts. These were the 
particulars that passed in these 
affaires, which I have here declared, 
because it is expedient for our pos- 
terity, that in great matters the lesse 
occurrences should be remembered." 


Here ends the herald-historian's graphic 
narrative, and if a more detailed description 
is required, the reader is referred to Har~- 
grave's State Trial's. Vol. 1.81-118, or Cob- 
bett's Complete Collection of State Trials, 
published in 1809, Vol. 1.957-1042. From the 
latter account the following passages in the 
Queen's Sergeant's speech, which, if compared 
with the MS 'Notes' quoted on pages 112-113 
will be found to follow very closely the line 
of argument set forth therein, while the word- 
ing of certain portions is almost identical: 


"Then spake the Queene's Sergeant, 
Mr. Barham, and said to this effect, 
‘It hath appeared to your grace and 
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your lordships all, that the Duke of 
Norfolk is by this Indictment charged 
with three principal points of High 
Treason: the first is, that forget- 
ting his allegiance and duty to his 
sovereign lady the queen, he hath 
traiterously imagined devised and 
practiced, to deprive and depose 

the queen's majesty of and from the 
crown of this realm, and her royal 
stile, name and dignity, and to bring 
her to death and destruction: and so 
to alter the whole state of govern- 
Ment of this realm To prove these 
great Treasons..That the Duke knowing 
the Scottish queen falsely and unjust- 
ly to claim and to pretend title, to 
have and enjoy the present possession 
of the crown of England; and that she 
quartered the arms of England without 
difference; and that she continued i#n 
that fact, and usurped claim without 
renunciation thereof and without ack- 
nowledging her error unto the queen's 
Majesty, though she hath been thereto 
required: He, I say, knowing all this, 
yet without the queen's majesty's as- 
sent, against her majesty's special and 
express commandment, and against his own 
promise and protestation upon his faith, 
hath nevertheless secretly sought and 
practiced to join himself with the 

said Scottish queen in marriage, and to 
advance and maintain her said false and 
pretended title to the present posses- 
sion of the crown of this realm; which 
cannot be without purpose to depose and 
deprive the queen's majesty and conse- 
quently to bring her to death and de- 
SEGUGETON..-..2.<.2.0.0:0 55 


These extracts certainly appear to indi- 
cate that Nicholas Barham himself drafted the 
original 'Notes' of which the transcript in 
the Harleian Collection is probably a contempo- 
rary copy. 


in the following February, 1571-2, the 
Queen's Sergeant was engaged in prosecuting 
the Duke's Secretary, Robert Higford, ona 
¢harge of adhering to and comforting the Queen's 
enemies. A report of his examination is in- 
cluded in the same volume of Harleian MSS. He 
was found guilty and condemned to death. 
After this, according to the DICTIONARY OF 
NATIONAL BIOGRAPHY: 


“We see no more of Barham until 

1577, when we find him present 

at the Oxford assizes during the 
prosecution of a malcontent F 
bookbinder, Rowland Jencks by 

name, a Roman Catholic, and 
vehemently opposed to the existing 
order of things..the university

authorities..had him arrested and 
sent to London to undergo exami- 
nation, whence he was returned to 
Oxford to stand his trial. 


“This took place 4 July, when he 
was sentenced to lose his ears, 

as in due course he did. Jencks, 
however, was amply avenged..There 
was a sudden outbreak of goal- 
fever of a more than usually 
virulent kind, which destroyed 
within a few hours, if Wood is to 
be credited, besides Barham had 
Sir Robert Bell, baron of the 
exchequer, the high sheriff and 
his deputy, Sir William Babington, 
four justices of the peace, three 
gentlemen, and most of the jury, 
and in the course of the next five 
weeks more than five hundred other 
persons." 


This extraordinary occurrence is des- 
cribed by Camden in the following terms- 
Booke 2 page 376; 1577: 


"At the very same time, the Judges, 
holding assizes at Oxford, and 

R. Jenke, Stationer, an impudent 
talker, was accused and brought 
to trial for speaking injurious 
words against the Queene, the 
most part of the assistants were 
so infected with his poysonous 
and pestilent breath, and by 
reason of the stinke, whether of 
the prisoners or the prison, that 
they almost all dyed within forty 
dayes, besides women and children; 
and this contagion extended no 
further amongst others. R. Bell, 
chiefe Baron of the Exchequer, a 
grave man, and learned in the 

Law, R. Doyley, Sir G. Babington, 
Viscount Doyley of Oxfordshire, 
(Note-~He was Sheriff 'Vicecomes' 
of Oxfordshire), Harcourt, Waine- 
Iman, and Fetiplace, persons of 
great estimation in that country, 
and Barham, a famous lawyer, being 
almost of one Jury, and about three 
hundred more died there." 


Nicholas Barham died on the 25th cf July 
1577. His will, a very long and character- 
istic document, was signed on the day before 
his death, the fourth of July in the year 
of the reign of our sovereign lady Queen 
Elizabeth the nynetenethe, and was proved in 
the Prerogative Court of Canterbury, on the 
29th November 1577, by Thomas Wheler, Notary 
Public. The attestation clause does not 
state that the will was 'sealed', as was al- 
most always the custom at this period, when 
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the Testator was entitled to armorial bear- 
ings. The explanation may be that the 
Queen's Sergeant had either lost his signet 


ring, or left it at Maidstone, before setting 


-out on that fatal journey to the ‘Black 
Assize' at Oxford. 


The following extract from a letter 
written by the late Rev. Edward Murial to 
Sir George (then Mr.) Barham, dated 4 De- 
cember 1890 with reference to an ancient 
gold signet ring engraved with the Barham 
arms, then in Mr. Muriel's possession, would 
seem to imply that this very interesting 
relic had actually, belonged either to 
Nicholas the Queen's Sergeant or to his son 
Arthur Barham of Maidstone. He writes: 


"The history of the ring is rather 
curious. Some alterations were 
being made in the Chapel at 
Chillington house Maidstone, under 
the direction of Mr. Lightfoot, 
the then Curator of the Museum, 
when upon moving the Altar (stone) 
the ring was discovered, it having 
laid there it was supposed about 
300 years...the ring was given to 
me on the condition that if I 
parted with it I was to give it 
to her (i.e. Miss Lightfoot).. 


and I have accordingly left it 
to her in my will." 


Mr. Edward Hughes, now of Hastings 
but formerly of Maidstone, whose daughter, 
Miss Connie Hughes, is the present pos- 
sessor of the ring, gives quite a differ- 
ent version of his history: 


“While Mr. Lightfoot's head was 

full of Barham, the late Mr. Bart- 
lett, the silversmith, drew his 
attention to a massive ancient gold 
signet ring which had come from 
Tunbridge Wells into his stock, and 
was stated to have been dug up not 
far off..on glancing at the arms, 
Mr. Lightfoot could hardly believe 
his eyes--there were the bears and 
shield of the Barhams. He wore the 
ring until his death, and his sis- 
ter presented it to the Rev. Edward 
Murial." 


Nicholas Barham registered his pedi- 
gree at the Visitation of Kent in 1574, 
and entered the Arms "Argent, on a fess 
between three bears sable, muzzled gules, 
a fleur-de-lys between two martlets or", 
with the Crest of a stork standing among 
bulrushes.

Thomas Barham, of Boughton—Monchelsea 
gent., was the third son of John Barham of 
Woodlande and Buttes in Wadhurst, by Thoma- 
syne his wife, and grandson of Nicholas 
Barham of Wadhurst. (He was therefore first 
cousin to Nicholas the Queen's Sergeant.) 


Robert Barham, of East Hall, in Bough- 
ton-Monchelsea, the eldest son of Thomas, 
was born before 1575, and held the lucrative 
appointment of Comptroller of the Pipe.

Robert Barham married, by license dated 
7th January 1594-5, Susanna, daughter of 
Thomas Sare, of Provender in Norton, co. 
Kent, (by Joan his wife, daughter of John 
Adye, of Greet in Doddington), by whom 
he had a very numerous family; the names 
of his children, with the ages of his 
six sons, are listed in the pedigree which 
he entered and signed, at the Visitation 
of Kent, taken by John Philipot in 1619; 
the dates of their baptisms were obtained 
from a transcript of the Barham entries in 
the parish Registers of Boughton-Monchel- 
sea, made by the Rev. Thomas Streatfield 
(Add MSS. 33907) . 


Robert Barham died intestate, admini- 
stration of his estate being granted in 
the Prerogative Court of Canterbury, lst 
December 1631, to Robert his eldest son. 
The following court records give an inter- 
esting account of his death.

Bill of Robert Barham of Boughton-Monchelsea co. Kent. Esq. 11 Feb. 1631 


Complainant is the administrator of the goods etc., of Robert Barham.Esq., late 
deceased, his father, who died intestate. 


Said father undertook a journey from the City of London to Westchester in No- 
vember 6 Charles 1. (1630) and lodged at the house of one, Anthony Beeland, 
who keepeth a public Inn in the Town of Wolesley co. Stafford, with about £200 
on him, and he fell sick there. 

He acquainted the said Beeland with his estate and quality of country where he 
lived of Alliance and family and gave him the 4200, one riding gelding and the 
furniture to the value of B10 and other things to the value of 410 more and 
desired knowledge to be given to his family in Kent. 


The said Anthony Beeland concealed knowledge of his death for more than one year. 
One year after his decease the said Robert learnt casually of the place of his 
father's death and on the lst of December 1631 Letters of Administration were 


granted to him in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury. 


The said Anthony Beeland doth refuse to deliver up the goods in his possession. 


Collins Division Barham v Beeland. 1/48. 


Answer of Anthony Beeland to the Bill of Robert Barham Esq. 28 Nov. 1633. 


The defendant does not know that complainant is either the son or the admini- 
strator of the goods etc., of Robert Barham, nor whether the gentleman deceased 
at his house is complainant's late father travelling from the City of London to 
Chester with a certain sum of money. 


In November 6 Charles 1. (1630) an unknown and ancient gentleman came to his 
house in Wolesley (an Inn) seeming very sick and stayed three weeks. 

He gave the name of Barratt or Barham and entrusted £50 to defendant to give 

to a younger son apprenticed in London since four years for whom he had made 

no provision. 

He gave his horse to defendant and died leaving a saddle with girths, a comba- 
does and a bridle, a dublet, a pair of breeches, a cloak, -a Pair of old russet 
boots, two shirts, one ruff band, a wascott, two night caps and a hat, which 
apparell was very mean and poor. 

Defendant only had £50 and £4/-/12d found in a pocket of his shirt, which the 
poor woman who minded his dead body took as fees. 

The aforesaid nagg died a month later. 

Defendant looked for the younger son and is told that he is Drew Barham appren- 
ticed to Mr. George Preston, a grocer in London, dwelling near the Exchange in 
London and has received a letter from the said two people requiring him to keep 
the money till he (Drew) has reached 21. 


The ancient gentleman desired to be buried according to his calling and defend- 
ant caused him to be buried at the Parish Church of Colwich, within which said 
Parish the said Town of Wolesley is and for breaking the ground to make his 
grave, for ringing, dyning of such neighbours as did accompany the corpse to 


, the Church and for other things belonging to the said funeral and with 10/-s, 


which by the said gentleman's direction the defendant paid to his (the gentle- 
man's) servant the.defendant laid forth at least L5 and the said gentleman did 
owe defendant for keeping the said nagg and for his own diet for one week and 
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for his servant's diet for three weeks, and the servant remained about a month 
after the gentleman died. 

The defendant was three times cited into the Court of the Deanery of Litchfield, 
within whose jurisdiction the said ancient gentleman died, about the taking of 
Letters of Administration, on which he spent 5/-s besides his own labour and 
pains for all of which defendant desires deduction from the aforesaid goods. 
The defendant denies he was acquainted with the gentleman's estate, quality, 
County, family etc., that he was given £200 or a gelding, other than the nagg, 
which was not worth above 43 and all other things not worth more than 40/-s 
and doth deny also that he was desired to give knowledge of the gentleman's 
death to his house and family in County Kent.

THE BARHAMS OF COLONIAL VIRGINIA 


The Barham-Filmer family had strong 
ties in the Virginia Colony. Katherine 
(Filmer) Barham's uncle, Samuel Argall, 
adventurer, explorer, and sea captain, 
served as Deputy Governor of the colony 
for two years, 1617-1619, and her 
younger brother, Henry Filmer, after 
graduating from Queens College Cam- 
bridge (A.B. 1624 and A.M. 1631) set- 
tled in the Virginia Colony. He was 
a member of the House of Burgesses 
1642-43 for James City County and 
again in 1666-67 for Warwich County. 

He was a Gentleman Justice (1667) for 
Warwich County, and he served as major 
in the Virginia Colonial Militia. 


In 1940 Dr. B. C. Holtzclaw of the 
University of Richmond, at Richmond, 
Virginia, prepared a series of articles 
on the Newsom and related families in 
Virginia. Appendix C, to the series, 
entitled THE BARHAM FAMILY appeared in 
Yhe Virginia Magazine of History and 
Biography, Vol. XLVIII, No. 3 of July, 
and No. 4 of October 1940.

Charles, the 4th son of Robert and 
Katherine, brother of Richard Barhair of 
London, and nephew of Major Henry Filmer, 
first appeared of record in Surry County 
in 1654.

13, and 14 trace the descent from Charles 
through Robert, Charles (II) and James to 
James (Jr.) of the Revolutionary War, and 
his son William. These pages provide 
references to all significant documents 

of record but a few of especial interest 
are shown on the following pages beginning 
with copy of a deed, from Book 1, page 224, 
(Surry County) to a plantation on Hog Isiand 
in the James River purchased by Charles 
Barham from the Medmore estate, in which it 
is stated that.."the sd. Barham past bills 
of exchange upon his brother M* Rich: 
Barham of London".

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JAMES BARHAM 1764-1865 


In 1785 James Barham (p. 13) appeared witness was J. Rice. 
of record in Wake County, North Carolina, 
when he married Prudence, widow of John The application for pension in 1833, 
Dunn. The original marriage bond, copy found in the National Archives, Record 
of which appears above, is on file at the Group No. 15A in Washington D.C., includes 
State Department of Archives and History a narrative by James himself embracing much 
in Raleigh.

Commonwealth of Kentucky 
Calloway County Ct. 


On this 24th day of June in the year 1833 personally appeared in open court 
before Elisha Hardy, William Jones, and John Hodges, Esquire-Justices of the 
Calloway County Court now sitting James Barham, a resident of Trigg County, 
Kentucky, aged sixty-nine years, who being first duly sworn according to law, 
doeth on his oath make the following declaration in order to obtain the benefit 
of the Act of Congress passed June 7, 1832. MIhat he entered the Army of the 
United States under the following named officers and served as herein stated, 
to wit: 


He states that he was born on the 18th day of May 1764 (as he learned from his 
parents and his father's record of his age, but that they hath not at this time 
any record of his age) in Southampton County Virginia, in which County he was 
principally raised. That about the lst of January 1781 he entered the service 

in the Virginia Militia (he, the said applicant, being a resident of Southampton 
County Virginia) for the term of three months as a substitute for a certain 

Zadok Bell (who had been drafted in said service) under Captain Jepe Whitehead, 
Lieut. James Ensign Samuel Waggott. Rendezvoused at Surry Old Courthouse and 
there joined a Regiment under Major Duval and Colonel Blount, all under command 
of General Muhlenburg. Marched to Suffolk from whence this applicant was sent 
with 15 men, under Capt. Davenport, down the Eastern shore of Maryland to procure 
some negroes from some British vessels then lying in the bay. The Capt. Daven- 
port went no further than Norfolk but sent this applicant with the other men with 
a Sergeant Thos. Pope who proceeded with a flag to the British, got the negroes, 
and returned in fifteen days to Suffolk when this applicant resumed his place 
under Capt. Whitehead. He states that the balance of his tour of three months 
was spent with the Army at Suffolk, Mead Mills, Portsmouth, and the Brick Church 
where he received a discharge signed by Capt. Whitehead, having served out his 
full tour of three months. This discharge he has long since lost. He states 
that about two weeks before the expiration of the aforesaid tour, which he served 
as a substitute for Bell, he was drafted for another tour himself, and his father 
procured a certain Charles Rose to serve in this applicant's place for two weeks 
until his term under Capt. Whitehead should expire. Upon the expiration of which 
tour, this applicant discharged Rose (he having served two weeks) and took his 
own place on the 13th of April 1781 under Capt. John Taylor of Southampton County 
who belonged to a Regiment in which this applicant served under command of Major 
MacComan and Colonel Merryweather, all under General Muhlenburg. From this time, 
this applicant continued to serve without interruption until the close of the War, 
making this last tour amount to six months and three weeks which time he fully 
served. He marched under the aforesaid officers from Surrey Old Courthouse to 
Mead Mills, thence to Suffolk and from thence to Petersburg where he was in a 
severe battle with the British. From thence, he marched to Richmond and from 
thence six or eight miles from Richmond to a place called the Old Piney-field, 
and from thence to Williamsburg at which place this applicant with fifty other 
men were taken and put under Capt. Myrick who crossed James River with his said 
men to Cobhan and from thence to Hog Island where this applicant was kept as one 
of the said fifty men to take care of the cattle and kill the beeves for the sup- 
ply of the Army during the siege of Yorktown. He states that when Cornwallis sur- 
rendered, he with the others engaged in the same occupation were called over the 
River to Yorktown the day before his Lordship marched out, after which this appli- 
cant was discharged by his Capt. John Taylor (but received no written discharge) 
having served six months and three weeks under Capt. Taylor and Col. Merryweather 
as above stated which makes the whole of his Revolutionary service amount to nine 
months and three weeks. 


He has no documentary evidence of his service nor has he any testimony to prove 
his services better than he here advises nor does he know of any other that he 
could provide. 

\ 
He states. that about three years after the Revolution, he moved to North Carolina 
in which state he resided until about the year 1813, when he moved to Logan Coun- 
ty, Kentucky, where he resided several years when he moved to Calloway County, 
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Kentucky, from which County he has lately moved to Trigg County. He states his 
reason for not proving and swearing to his declaration in Trigg County where he 
now resides to be this: That he has heretofore lived several years in Calloway 
County where most of his acquaintances now reside and where his old neighbors, 

to wit. Nicholas Copeland, Thomas Pitt, Robert Elliott, Beverly Elliott, Enoch 
Metcalf, William Curd, Edward and Edmund Curd, Joseph Glover, Marcus Barnett, and 
others will bear ample testimony as to his character for veracity and as to his 
being reputed a Revolutionary soldier. He states that he has lately moved from 
Calloway to Trigg County in which latter county he has formed but a short acquain- 
tance with his neighbors and knows of no clergyman in said county who could tes- 
tify as to his reputation of being a Revolutionary soldier. These reasons induce 
him to apply in Calloway County where he is well known. 


He hereby relinquishes every claim whatsoever to a pension or annuity except the 
present and declares that his name is not on the pension roll of the agency of 
any State whatever.

I, Joseph Glover, aged seventy-two years and now a resident of Calloway County, 
Kentucky, do hereby certify that I was born and raised in Sussex County Virginia 
where I resided during the War of the Revolution. That I was during the Revolu- 
tionary War and am yet will acquainted with James Barham who has subscribed and 
sworn to the above declaration. That my fifth tour of service was performed in 
the same Regiment under Col. Blount in which said Barham certified his first 
tour of three months as a substitute for Zadok Bell under Capt. Whitehead and 
that I know of my own knowledge that Barham served out the whole of said tour, 
having served with him myself. I also continued to serve in the same Regiment 
with said Barham under Colonel Merryweather till the surrender of the British at 
Yorktown during which time Barham was constantly in service under Capt. Taylor 
except a short time during the siege when he was under Capt. Myrick and that I 
know of my own knowledge that Barham served in manner and form during the time 
and under the officers as he has stated in his foregoing declaration.

JAMES MONROE BARHAM 1823 — 


James Monroe Barham, the eldest son 
of William and Susannah, his wife, and the 
grandson of James, was born May 4, 1823, 
in Logan County, Kentucky. William ob- 
tained land grants from the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky and was active in land specu- 
lation in such areas as Trigg and Calloway 
Counties until 1839 when he moved his fami- 
ly to Henry County, Tennessee. 


It was while the family lived in Hen- 
ry County that James Monroe Barham Married, 
August 21, 1844, Lucy Jane Greer, a native 
Of Nashville. In 1849 he with his parents 
and his brothers Charles R. and William 
Porter settled lands in Quachita, Hempstead,

Like many cotton planters of his 
day, James Monroe Barham was caught 
up in the turmoil of war. He, along 
with his eldest son, Harvey Green 
Barham, was a member of the militia 
but saw little or no action until 
local units joined the Confederate 
forces which participated in the Mis- 
souri Raid. The son at the close of 
the campaign returned home to relate 


the circumstances of his father's death. 
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The Missouri Raid 


After early successes at Wilson's Creek and Carthage, Missouri, in 1861, Pea 
Ridge, Arkansas, March 7, 1862, and several engagements near Corinth, Missi- 
ssippi, the same year, Major General Sterling Price won for the Confederacy a 
sharp battle at Helena, Arkansas, July 4, 1863. The following year he took 
command of troops at Princeton, a small village a short distance northeast of 
Camden, Arkansas. 


With the defeat of the Army of Northern Virginia under General Lee at Gettysburg 
in July 1863, and the fall of Vicksburg the same year, General Price at Prince- 
ton, Arkansas, on August 31, 1864, set out upon what in retrospect appears to have 
been a foolhardy and vainglorious campaign to retake Missouri of which state he 
had some years before been the governor (1853-57) . 


The troops under his command consisted largely of companies and battalions of 
local militia comprised of men, young and old, who were inadequately trained and 
poorly equipped... Among the units was Colonel Monroe's Cavalry Brigade which in- 
cluded a troop of mounted under Captain James Monroe Barham of Nevada Co. Arkan- 
sas. Among the enlisted men was Pvt. Harvey G. Barham, the nineteen year-old 

son of Captain Barham. According to the official records of the Union Army, pub- 
lished years later, General Price's command numbered 15,000 officers and men. 


From Princeton, General Price's army moved northward through Perryville, Darda- 
nella, Norristown, Dover, Springfield, Batesville, and Pocahontas, Arkansas, then 
crossed over into Missouri. On September 27, 1864, Price encountered Union for- 
ces and engaged them in battle at Pilot Knob, Missouri. 


Confederate forces penetrated to Franklin, threatening St. Louis, then turned 
westward along the south side of the Missouri River to Independence. Along the 
route brigades under Generals Fagan, Shelby, Marmaduke, Cabell, and Clark engaged 
in skirmishes with Union troops, but upon finding the approaches to Jefferson 
City well defended, Price turned his army south along the western border of Mis- 
souri. Meanwhile, Captain Barham had been promoted to the rank of Major. 


In comparison to the skirmishes of previous weeks, a more important action took 
place at Westport, Missouri, on October 23, 1864, followed by another on October 
25 when Price attempted to take Ft. Scott, Kans. As Price moved southward on the 
following day, Union forces mounted a heavy attack at Neosha, Missouri, (Oct. 26, 
1864). Confederate forces fell back on Newtonia, Missouri, (east of Neosha) pass- 
ing through Grandby, Missouri, on October 27. It was there, on that date, that 
Major James Monroe Barham was killed near the lead mines just west of Grandby by 
bushwackers. 


Kansas Bushwackers were bandits loyal to neither side in the conflict. They were 
lawless marauders who killed by sniping at night and by day murdered the wounded, 
robbed the dead of their equipment and made off with all useful animals and sup- 
plies. The dreadfulness of war was made more dreadful by the bushwackers of 
southeastern Kansas. 


After the action at Newtonia on October 28, 1864, Price and his army began a 
final retreat and, except for Fagan's skirmish at Fayetteville, no further fight- 
ing took place. The withdrawal followed a route through Indian territory (now 
Oklahoma), west of Ft. Smith, Arkansas, passed through Perrysville, crossed the 
Red River between Warren and Bonham, Texas, thence passed through Paris and 
Clarksville in northeast Texas, ending at Laynesport, La. The remnants of Major 
Barham's troop containing his son Harvey surrendered (1865) at Rocky Mount, La., 
a very small place about twenty miles north of Shreveport, while General Price 
and his staff surrendered to the Union Command headquartering in the town of 
Shreveport.

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CHARLES FRANKLIN BARHAM, D.D.S. 1853 - 1931 


A volume in the city library of Dallas 
entitled "History of Dallas County, Texas", 
published 1890-92, carries on page 366 the 
following: 


Charles Franklin Barham, D.D.S., was born 
in the State of Arkansas in September, 
1853, and is a son of J. M. and Lucy J. 
(Greer) Barham, natives of Kentucky and 
Tennessee respectively. The father emi- 
grated to Arkansas in early days, and was 
one of the pioneers of that State. He 
was killed in the late war. The mother 
was born and reared in Nashville, Tennes- 
see, and now resides in Arkansas. They 
had born to them eight children, the 
Doctor being the fifth-born. He passed 
his youth in his native State, and at- 
tended the common schools. He acquired 

a good education, and began life as a 
teacher, following this profession for 
two years. In 1878 he took up the study 
of dentistry, which he pursued at Vander- 
bilt University, Nashville, Tennessee. 

He was graduated in the spring of 1885, 
taking the degree of D.D.S. He went to 
Hope, Arkansas, and there established 
himself in a paying practice. In 1886 

he came to Texas, and located at Terrell, 
where he remained one year; coming at the 
end of that time to Dallas. He is a mem- 


ber of the Texas State Dental Association, 
and has won an enviable standing in pro- 
fessional circles. He is a careful opera- 
tor, and is well posted on all the improved 
methods of treatment. 


In his political opinions the Doctor is a 
Democrat, “dyed in the wool". He is a 
member of Amity Lodge, No. 108, Knights 
of Pythias. He is a man of honor and in- 
tegrity, and is entirely worthy of the 
esteem in which he is held. 


Dr. Barham was one of the founders in 
the early 1890's of The Texas Dental College, 
the first dental school in the state. He 
held the chain of Prosthetic Dentistry in that 
institution until about 1904 when it became 
a part of Baylor Medical College. 


At Dallas on December 21, 1893, Dr. 
Barham married Lena Marilla Young, the second 
daughter of William Ceiton Young and his wife 
Mary Sue Caroline Pipkin. Of the five sons 
born of this marriage, four were natives of 
Dallas while the youngest was born in Mineral 
Wells, Texas, where Dr. Barham and his fami- 
ly resided from 1904 to 1907. It was in the 
latter year that he took up residence in 
Ft. Worth, where he remained until his death 
in 1931.

Rev. William C. Young, one of the early 
pioneer ministers of the Methodist Epis-— 
copal Church South, in Dallas, Texas, 

came to this section from Columbia County, 
Arkansas, in August, 1863, and two years 
later removed his family thither. Dallas 
at that time was a town of some 600 to 700 
inhabitants, and the entire business was 
confined to the public square. The church 
of which he became pastor was organized in 
1852, with eleven members, and from that 
time to the close of the Civil War the con- 
gregation worshiped in the courthouse. It 
was by his efforts that the first church 
building of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South was erected in Dallas, being a frame 
building of ample proportions, erected on 
the corner of Lamar and Commerce streets, 
and dedicated November 1, 1868, and called 
the Lamar Street Church. A few years later, 
in October, 1879, the church building was 


destroyed by fire, and the congregation which 
had grown rapidly in numbers built a handsome 
brick church, at the cost of $40,000, at the 
corner of Commerce and Prather streets. 

Mr. Young was pastor of this congregation 

two years, was Presiding Elder of Dallas 
district four years, and filled for six 

years the same position in the adjoining 
districts, which districts included the ci- 
ties of Corsicana, Weatherford, Fort Worth, 
Sherman, and Gainesville. He traveled over 
his districts before the days of railroads 

by private conveyance, and made as many as 
7,000 miles per annum. 


He was born in Trigg County, Kentucky, Au- 
gust 7, 1827, being one of four children 
born to Daniel F. and Marilla Young (nee 
Ingram), natives of Kentucky. The paternal 
grandfather was a South Carolinian, who 
took part in the Revolutionary War, and

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afterward settled in Kentucky, and died 
near Canton, in that State. The maternal 
grandfather was the first settler at 

Ingram Shoals, Kentucky, on the Cumberland 
River, and his death occurred at that place. 
Daniel F. Young was a tanner by trade, and 
about 1829 removed to Saint Helena parish, 
Louisiana, and in 1833 to Port Gibson, Mis- 
sissippi, and died, and was buried at Bran- 
dywine Springs, near that place. His wife, 
Marilla (Ingram) Young, the mother of the 
subject of this sketch, died in 1878, was 
buried at Dallas, Texas, in the Masonic 
cemetery. Marilla street of Dallas has 
been named in her honor. 


Rev. W. C. Young was partially reared in 
Mississippi and Louisiana, but the most 

of his elementary education was obtained 

in Trigg County, Kentucky. He was strictly 
self-educated, having lost his father when 
only six years of age, his mother having 
been left in straitened circumstances. 
the years went on, he, by hard study and 
close application to business, arose from 
poverty to affluence, and from comparative 
obscurity to distinction in his profession. 
It has been justly said of him that “he is 
a man of clear head, sound judgment, dis- 
ecriminating mind, independent thought, per- 
severing energy, and superior talents." 


As 


Mr. Young entered the ministry January 28, 
1849, near Paducah, Kentucky; was for two 
years a local preacher, and for three years 
a member of the Memphis Conference. In 
November, 1853, he moved to Little Rock, 
Arkansas, and had charge of the first Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church South of that city, 
for one year. He then resided successively 
in Washington, Camden, Magnolia and Columbia 
of the same State, going in 1861 to Bastrop, 
Louisiana. The following year he went to 
Monroe, Louisiana, then in 1863 was appoin- 
ted in charge of Moreau street church, New 
Orleans, and in 1864 to Baton Rouge, Louisi- 
ana. In 1865 Mr. Young was appointed Mis— 
sionary Chaplain for the Arkansas Confeder- 
ate Cavalry, and for some time was in the 
field. He was mustered out of the service 
in General W. L. Cabell's command at close 
of the war, the same year, at Wildcat Bluff, 
Texas. He soon after came to Dallas, and 
immediately became identified with church 
work here, continuing until November, 1883, 
when he was put on the retired list. He 
has since that time devoted some attention 
to real estate, realizing some handsome 
profits on investments. 


He was married near Camden, Arkansas, Octo- 
ber 16, 1857, to Miss Mary S. C. Pipkin, a 
native of Alabama, a daughter of Rev. John 
F. and Caroline Pipkin. Mr. Pipkin was a 
native of South Carolina. When a child his 
parents moved successively to Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Louisiana, and Beaumont, 
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Texas, in 1849.

While a resident of the 
served three terms as 
County Judge of Jefferson County, and at 
the time of his death, October 28, 1890, 
at the age of eighty-one years, was fill- 
ing that position. Judge Pipkin was also 
identified with the local ministerial work 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church South 
for fifty-four years. In all his relations 
he was true and faithful. The wife of his 
young manhood died in 1842. She was a 
native of South Carolina. 


In his wife Mr. Young ever found a true 
and faithful companion, “a help-meet" 
indeed, one who shared with him all the 
privations and toils of their pioneer 
life, bearing her part of the burden with 
unflinching fortitude. She is a lady of 
cultivated mind, refinement of manner, 
fine personal appearance, combined with 
rare graces of character, and has been a 
zealous and efficient laborer in church 
work. 


Mr. Young and wife are the parents of 

the following living children: Lula, 
wife of J. R. Tillman, late an official 
of the Texas & Pacific railroad system; 
John M. Surveyor of Dallas County, who, 
though a young man, has already acquired 
distinction in his profession, as well as 
a reputation of splendid personal charac-— 
ter and moral worth. He was for some 
time Assistant City Engineer, and is a 
member of the fraternity of the A. F. & 
A. M., having been Master of his lodge 

in 1890. The three younger children are 
Lena, now in the fresh bloom of young 
womanhood; Louise M., whose marriage to 
James T. Jenkins, a rising young business 
man of Dallas, was recently solemnized; 
and William C., Jr., now about twelve 
years of age. 


Mr. Young is a member of the fraternity 

of Freemasons, and has been Worshipful 
Master of five different Masonic Lodges, 

and is now Past High Priest of Dallas 
Chapter, No. 47. He is Past Eminent 
Commander of Dallas Commandery, No. 6, and 
for four years Grand Visitor of the Grand 
Royal Arch Chapter of Texas, and is Past 
Grand Prelate of the Grand Commandery of 
the State; is also Past Grand of Dallas 
Lodge, I. 0. O. F. As a Mason he, in the 
words of co-worker in the order, "is rec-— 
ognized as the highest type of the gentle- 
man and scholar, a true and worthy exponent 
in his life and conduct of the sublime prin- 
ciples of the venerable order. He exempli- 
fies the secret work in its purity, and dis- 
penses instruction in a style attractive in 
its simplicity, convincing in its eloquence 
and thrilling in its sublimity." It has 
been written of him, "No one is better qua- 
lified than he is to present the simple gral 
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deur of the capitulary degrees in all the 
wisdom of their construction, the truth of 
their traditional lore, and the beauty of 
their tenets." It has gone into the his-= 
tory of the order in Texas, that "to him 
the Masons of many localities are indebted 
for all the true Masonic light they enjoy; 
and the example he affords has been the 
means of raising the order in the scale of 
holy and profound public opinion. He is a 
Christian gentleman, possessed of those 
qualities which constitute man a noble 
being, and to say that he is the father of 
intelligent and satisfactory chapter, coun- 
cil and commandery Masonry in this State 
would not be amiss." When he entered the 
field as an itinerant lecturer, the eso- 
teric ritual of Masonry, especially in the 
eryptic work, in consequence of the ravages 
of the Civil War, had been almost completely 
lost to the order, and it was through his 
faithful labors that the work was restored. 


In early manhood, Mr. Young read the entire 
course of textbooks in the curriculum of 
allopathic medicine. He also afterward 
read the Napoleonic code of civil law and 
textbooks of the common law, but he never 
entered the practice of either of these 
professions, choosing rather to devote his 
life to the work, principally, of the 
Christian ministry. As an educator he has 
now some distinction, having’been at the 
head of three different institutions of 
learning: The Magnolia Female Institute, 
The Columbia High School at Point Chicot, 
and The Concord High School at Eudora,-- 
all in the state of Arkansas. 


Mr. Young has always taken quite an inter- 
est in the politics of his country, and 
votes with the Democratic Party. He was

sas, in 1858-1859, 


Texas, in 1867-1868, and was considered 
a competent official; and for three 
terms has been Alderman of the Fourth 
ward of the city of Dallas. 


He is one of the few remaining pioneers 

of Dallas, and it may be said of him that 
his life has all along been one of useful- 
hess. He was secretary of the Little Rock 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, for one year; of the Louisi- 
ana Conference one year; of the North Tex- 
as Conference five years; and of the North- 
west Texas Conference one year. As secre- 
tary, he won the highest approval bestowed 
upon any of the conference secretaries, at 
the quadrennial inspection of Annual Con- 
ference journals, held at the General Con- 
ference of his church, in Memphis, Tenn- 
essee, in 1870, this approval being pro- 
nounced upon his work because cf the per- 
spicuity of his chirography, accuracy of 
forms, and neatness of his records. 


He has been an untiring worker for the 
cause of Christianity, and his efforts 
have been rewarded with great success. 

In the pulpit, as an expositor of the 
tenets of his church, he was considered, 
in the meridian of his ministerial ca- 
reer, the peer of any man in the country. 
In the chair, as an executive officer in 
the councils of his church, he is said 

to have had no superior. He is blessed 
with a robust constitution, and is a man 
of fine intellectual endowments indeed. 

He may be said to possess a versatility 

of genius that is much above the average. 
He has always displayed indomitable enercy 
in the pursuit of duty in all the positions 
of honor and trust to which he has been 
called, his rare qualifications of mind 
and body fitting him well for usefulness 
in his day and generation.
